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DYESTUFFS TARIFF SCHEDULE 
A COMPROMISE MEASURE 
EFFECTIVE AT ONCE. 


After months of consideration, plus 
more than usual amplification, sub- 
stitution—and emasculation—the dye- 
stuffs schedule in the new revenue law 
has been finally agreed upon, becom- 
ing a law effective at once by the 
signatory affirmation of President 
Wilson. 

Advocates of postponement of duty 
impost until the conclusion of the 
European war, as well as petitioners 
for the higher direct duty imposts of 
the Hill bill—as offered in amendment 
by Senator Smoot—are in the same 
position as those manufacturers of 
textiles and large users of indigo and 
alizarines who sought to replace these 
latter commodities upon the free list. 
Both pleas were refused. 

The bill as finally adopted sets no 
duty—generally speaking—upon basic 
dye materials; 15 per cent ad valorem 
and a special duty of 2% cents a pound 
are imposed upon the intermediates— 
Group II of the schedule—while the 
finished dyestuffs—with the exception 
of natural and synthetic alizarin, and 
dyes obtained from alizarin, anthacene 
and carbazol; natural and synthetic 
indigo and all indigoin, whether or 
not obtained from indigo; and coal tar 
medicinals and flavors—pay a duty of 
30 per cent ad valorem plus a special 
direct tax of 5 cents a pound. Indigo,

CHEMISTS TO EMPHASIZE IN 
EXPOSITION AND MEETING 
WHAT THEY ACCOMPLISH. 


“Chemists’ Week"—from September 
25 to 30, inclusive—will erect a new 
vista point for the chemists and indus- 
tries of the country. During these six 
crowded days the American Chemical 
Society, the American Electrochem- 
ical Society, and the technical section 
of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
Sociation will convene in New York 
city, simultaneously with the opening 
of the Second National Exposition of 
Chemical Industries here, and the re- 
sulting co-operative effort along allied 
lines cannot but prove of inestimable 
value in the industrial understanding 
of the nation. 

It is announced—and the program of 
the various sessions and the scope of 
the exposition fully bear out the prom- 
ise—that from the point of construc- 
tive and illustrative effort these com- 
bined meetings will stand unique in the 
history of American industrial chem- 
istry. While there will be the cus- 
tomary technical papers, addresses and 
discussions, while many purely recre- 
ative and entertainment features will 
be provided, there is underlying the 
many varied manifestations of chem- 
ical ability and utilization a spirit of 
co-ordinaton, a purpose to impress the 
public as never before with a clear and 
comprehensive understanding of what 
the chemists of the United States are 
accomplishing, plan to accomplish, and 
hope to accomplish, 

Enormous strides have been made 
during the past half decade in the 
creative work of the American chem- 
ist, the industrial and metallurgical 
chemical engineer. The great indus- 
tries which have seized the opportuni- 
ties for increased production along 
lines not hitherto emphasized have 
done so through the chemists. The sci- 
entifically trained man who could apply 
the principles of an abstract process to 
the solution of economic productive 
problems has been the “man of the 
hour.” Just what he has done and 
just how he has done it, just what 
problems he has been obliged to face, 
and just how he has solved them have 
been understood, in a measure, within 
his own circle of trained associates, 
but have been a mystery to the or- 
dinarily well-informed individual. 

The chemical industry has been and 
is a “secret industry.” The language 
of signs and symbols, of formulas and 
of processes, is the language of the 
textbook and the laboratory rather 
than of the business house and the 
street. This is not confined to trade 
secrets covering processes, but like a 
veil it has been drawn about the pro- 
fession of the chemists in every branch 
of endeavor. 

But the veil is to be lifted during 
“Chemists’ Week.” The public will be 
personally escorted through typical 
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plants utilizing the knowledge of the 
chemical engineer. The manufacture 
of the great chemically-born 
products—gunpowder, paper and pulp, 
asphalt, fertilizer, dyestuffs, etce.—will 
not only be explained, but by the aid 
of specially prepared motion pictures, 
taken in the plants of some of the 
largest concerns in this country, and 
through the explanatory lectures of 
trained guides, thousands will partici- 
pate in personally conducted tours of 
inspection de luxe, without danger, or 
odor or personal inconvenience, while 
every step in the processes shown will 
be explained without ‘recourse to pure 


staple 


technicality, while every facility will 
be offered to see “all there is to be 
seen” without let or hindrance. This 


feature alone marks a new era in con- 
ventions and expositions. 

Immense exhibits by the United 
States Bureau of Mines, illustrating 
by working models every step in mod- 
ern mining methods; a special South- 
ern Opportunity section devoted to the 
presentation of real opportunities for 
the application of chemical science in 
old—and yet to be born—industries in 
the Southern States; the manufacture 
of paper from pulp to printing-press- 
these are but several of the more im- 
portant features of the exposition. 
Hundreds of the largest industrial 
manufacturing establishments of the 
country, in every line into which chem- 
istry enters, are to participate in the 
campaign of enlightenment which is to 
be crystallized in the exposition. 

As an indication of the scope of the 
meetings of the two great chemical 
societies, one entire session of the 
American Electrochemical Society will 
be devoted to ‘‘Made jn America” 
products. This is simply deserved rec- 
ognition of the part played in Amer- 
ican industry by the electro-chemists, 
for, while the coal-tar dye industry 
fs of European development, the elec- 
trochemical industry is distinctively 
American, in its utilization of the elec- 
tric furnace and the electric cell. Prod- 
ucts include many of the nation’s most 
important staples—copper, aluminum, 
abrasives, bleach, graphite, phos- 
phorus, ferro-silicon and alloys indis- 
pensable to the steel industry, and 
scores of others of vital importance. 
It is through the electrochemical in- 
dustry that atmospheric fixation of 
nitrogen has been made possible as a 
source of supply, both of war munition 
bases and of fertilizer, a new industry 
recognized by the United States Gov- 
ernment in its recent appropriation of 
$20,000,000 for the development of a 
nitrogen fixation plant. 


The Reporter in its 
tember 25—the opening day 
meetings of the societies and of the 
exposition—and of October 2, will de- 
vote a large amount of space to de- 
tailed presentation of the features of 
“Chemists’ Week,’’ with digest reports 
of the several sessions, and descrip- 
tions of the more important exhibits 
shown at the exposition. Both as a 
matter of timely interest and of un- 
usual educative and informative value, 
these two issues of the Reporter should 
not be overlooked.

AN ARTIFICIAL SCARCITY OF 
DOMESTIC BOTANICAL 
DRUGS. 


Within the past month the market 
quotations of a number of the domestic 
botanical drugs have registered decided 
advances in price, following widely cir- 
culated reports of scarcity, decreas2d 
output, and damage to growing plants. 
These were given more weight imme- 
diately following reports from North 
Carolina of disastrous floods. Even 
these reports have been shown to be 
greatly exaggerated, as the greater part 
of the damage was confined to valley 
crops, while upland botanicals escaped. 

Among the domestic botanicals cited 
by those announcing a shortage in the 
1916 crop are golden seal root, which is 
quoted today at from $5.50 to $6 a 
pound, as compared to $4.75@5.25 on 
August 5; senega root, northwestern, 
with a quotation of 60 cents a pound, 


as compared with 42@44 early last 
month; cascara sagrada bark, quoted 
at 74%@8, as compared with 7%@7% 


cents; peppermint oil, quoted at $2.25@ 
2.40, as compared with $1.80@1.85; and 
spearmint oil, with quotations of $1.60@ 
1.70, a rise of 10@20 cents a pound from 
the quotations made August 5. zs 

Examination of actual crop conditions 

with the exception of cascara sagra- 
da—fail to show adequate cause for the 
increas*s cited. Conditions, as far as 
estimated at sources of supply, 
are about normal. The market is bare 
of old-crop cascara sagrada, and a slight 
price increase is perfectly normal. The 
1916 “peel” has been, without doubt, 
rather small, but there has been no such 
diminution in crop as wou'd warrant 
radical price advances. 

Increase of 75 cents a pound within 
the month in the asking price of golden 
seal root, and of from 18@20 cents a 
pound in Northwestern s2nega root, can- 
not be credited to unusual crop condi- 
tions in the Northw?st, such as unfa- 
vorable weather, or the floods which af- 
fected in degree conditions in the Caro- 
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lina medicinal botanical belt. Contrary 
to the experience of several recent 
years, there were no floods in the 


Northwestern golden seal and senega 
territory last spring, h®nce this excuse 
for price-uplift cannot be offered in 
good faith. Reports, which cannot be 
verified, of a crop curtailment of 30 per 
cent. in both these items, have been cir- 
culated industriously during the past 
fortnight, but the best informed in bo- 
tanical drug circ'es discount these re- 
ports as largely speculative, and as pro- 
mulgated for direct price-raising effect. 
The same factor which has influenced 
the peppermint and spearmint oil mar- 
kets—largely enhanced financial back- 
ing of growers and handlers—is equally 
prominent in the golden seal and senega 
root markets. 

The peppermint and spearmint oil 
crops are in good condition, with an ap- 
parent normal supply, but the influen- 
cing price factor—an influence directly 
responsible for a stiffened market —is 
the fact that growers and distillers in 
the States of Michigan and Indiana— 
the centers of domestic production— 
have exceptionally strong financial 
backing, and are credited with withhold- 
ing stocks for higher prices. 

In fact, far as scarcity is con- 
cerned, there seems to be no adequate 
reason for the “wolf” cry of operators.

Both belladonna and digitalis are hab-. 
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itants of Austria, and the foreign drug 
used here is imported from Austrian 
growers, hence the war-time conditions 
have been reflected in prices asked and 
obtained here, with consequent in- 
creased demand for the home-grown 
drug and resu‘ting higher prices for it. 
A recent lowering in the quotation for 
foreign digitalis is credited to slight 
demand on the part of domestic buyers. 
Dand?lion root is a German product, 
and the price changes are due to the 
game causes, since both the normally 
exporting countries are included among 
the belligerents. 

In considering this very topic of do- 
mé2stic drug production the Department 
of Agriculture very recently —an ab- 
stract of the statement being printed in 
the Reporter of August 14—took up the 
growth of belladonna, digitalis, thymol, 
etc., in this country. The experts of the 
department declared it “entirely possi- 
ble” to grow be‘ladonna in this country 
for the production of atropine and the 
alkaloids so valuable in medicine, but 
qualified their statement by the asser- 
tion that the entire amount of bella- 
donna plants used in the United States 
could be grown on a few hundred acres, 

Digitalis, although one of the most 
important and valuable of heart tonics, 
has a relatively small crop value, and 
specialists have been at work for years 
in developing and testing this plant with 
a view to supplying an adequate pro- 
duction should supplies from foreign 
sources be cut off entirely. 

Valuable work along these and affili- 
ated lines has been done by drug bo- 
tanical gardens, added impetus having 
been given by the fact that the war in 
Europe has cut down receipts from that 
source, which had to be made up by 
domestic production, a very small item 
up till the outbreak of trade-destroying 
war on the Continent. 

The government experts warned in- 
tending growers of such botanical drugs 
that there were two dangers to be over- 
come—lack of experience necessary to 
successful production and the inability 
to find a satisfactory market for the 
crop when grown, since overproduction 
in a field with such approximately small 
consumption would be disastrous to the 
grower. 

Whether or not these voices crying in 
the botanical drug wilderness “More! 
More!” have been influenced by the 
government warning against domestic 
drug-growing on a large scale for the 
reasons advanced is problematical. But 
the fact remains, there is little real 
basis for the generally circulated reports 
that there is to be a real shortage in 
botanicals, price advances to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

WAR-TIME MARKET PRICE 


STUDIES—-EFFECT UPON THE 
DRUG MARKETS. 





With the possible exception of aniline 
colors the war-time conditions as 
touching upon articles in the Report- 
er’s markets, particularly those of for- 
eign inception, have been manifested 
no more strikingly than in certain sec- 
tions of the markets for drugs, both 
vegetable and chemical, and in basic 
medicinals. 7 

The Reporter this week, on page 17, 
presents the seventh of its studies of 
war-time prices, with comparisons by 
quarters from the first war month, 
August, 1914, to date, the quotations 
being those of the New York markets, 
brought down to the close on Septem- 
ber 9. Opium and derivatives, quinine, 
medicinal acids, balsams, barks, beans 
and berries are the commodities 
treated upon in this first section of the 
necessarily extended study of the drug 
markets, which will be continued in 
the next five issues of the Reporter, 
and will bring to a conclusion this 
series of comparisons which was in- 
augurated in the issue of July 31 with 
a study of the chemical market. The 
second section of drug market com- 
parisons, which will be printed on 
September 18, will treat of essential 
oils, and medicinal and other gums. 

The situation in the market for 
opium, morphine and codeine, the first 
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section of the market considered this 
week, has been a record of continuous 
advance from a comparatively low 
level to abnormal heights, modified at 
various times by outside influences, 
some of which were unique in this 
market. Given an unusual demand for 
these products for hospital and field 
service use abroad, decreased importa- 
tions because of conditions in the pri- 
mary markets for crude gum opium, 
and scarcity of bottoms to transport 
opium to this country, and with 
greatly enhanced freight rates, the rise 
is readily explained. 

A modifying factor which caused 
occasional declines was the utilization 
by foreign manufacturers of derivatives 
of a quality of crude gum opium not 
heretofore employed—East Indian in- 
stead of Turkish or Persian—with con- 
sequent lowered cost of basic material, 
as well as of the finished derivative 
products. In this country this was 
reflected by the use for the first time 
by American manufacturers of opium 
products of Persian gum, which proved 
to be available at a time when Turkish 
ports were closed by war fleet embargo 
by the Entente Allies, and the closing 
of the Dardanelles during the progress 
of the Peninsular Expedition. Ship- 
ments from Macedonia were almost 
impossible during the first 18 months 
of the war, but have been made re- 
cently with increasing degree of 
freedom. 

Extensive buying for export from 
this country kept the prices of opium 
advancing steadily until early summer 
of 1916, when inquiry from abroad 
ceased about as suddenly as it had 
begun, because of ample supply in 
Great Britain, and also because of in- 
creased production by British manu- 
facturers. As domestic consumption 
has diminished materially of late, since 
American producers of derivatives 
have also felt in marked degree the 
increased competition of British 
makers since other European nations 
have turned to their ally for these 
products, the market opium in New 
York since June, 1916, has registered a 
decline of almost one dollar a pound. 

From a quotation of 26 cents an 
ounce for the sulphate in August, 1914, 
the price of quinine salts climbed 
steadily until just prior to the Christ- 
mas holidays, when a high of 75 cents 
an ounce was attained. This was held 
until August of this year, when a 
break of 10 cents from this high level 
was made, the price today holding at 
65 cents in 100-ounce tins. A curtail- 
ment of shipments of cinchona bark 
from Java to Europe, and a strict 
maintenance of the bark price conven- 
tion of July, 1913, together with the 
greatly increased foreign consumption 
of the salts, are held responsible for 
the noteworthy unlift, amounting to 
approximately 200 per cent. The recent 
shading of price from the high was 
due in large part to heavy under-sell- 
ing by speculative operators, who at- 
tempted to convert their large holdings 
into cash, in many instances at prices 
much below those originally paid. 
These virtually forced sales compelled 
the manufacturers to lower their 
prices commensurately. Recent decline 
in foreign demand for salts and more 
liberal supplies of the bark from un- 
usual sources of production were also 
instrumental in bringing about this 
recession. 

In the group of medicinal acids the 
most sensational price movements 
have been noted in the coal-tar prod- 
ucts, notably in carbolic, cresylic, 
picric, salicylic and benzoic (made 
from toluol). The net advances made 
in these acids have been unprece- 
dented: Carbolic, from 10 cents a 
pound in drums, in August, 1914, to 
$1.50 a pound in the summer of 1915, 
from which it has receded to 54 cents 
a pound at present quotation; picric, 
from around 45 cents at the beginning 
of the war to a high of $2.00 in the 
fall of 1915, and from that back to 
$1.25@1.35 within the past month; 
salicylic, from 22% cents a pound in 
August, 1914, to $4.00 in the Spring of 
1916, and to a quotation of $1.75 a 
pound reached a week ago. Benzoic 
acid, ex toluol, has risen from 23 cents 
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in 1914 steadily upward to an asking 
price of between $11 and $12 a pound. 

These coal-tar acids, particularly 
carbolic and picric, have entered di- 
rectly into the manufacture of war 
munitions, both in this country and 
abroad, and our. readers are perfectly 
familiar—through recent special arti- 
cles published in the Reporter—with 
the causes which have brought about 
the remarkable developments both in 
production, consumption and prices in 
these commodities. In all but benzoic 
acid there have been recent recessions 
in prices asked, due largely to per- 
fected production methods, and a 
waning in war contract demands, 
which have released increasing quan- 
tities for utilization in customary 
fields, where the consumption has not 
increased in sufficient amount to care 
for the constantly augmented surplus 
supply. 

In the field of botanicals, the in- 
creased prices quoted for drugs of 
foreign origin are due largely to the 
same causes which have been reflected 
in the increases in other foreign grown 
or manufactured commodities—nota- 
bly, increased difficulty in obtaining 
transportation, decreased production— 
due many times to war-time labor 
stringency and similar causation—and, 
as in the case of certain botanicals 
from German or Austrian sources, to 
embargo and inability to ship. In 
addition to this must be taken into 
consideration the definite embargoes 
placed by Great Britain upon com- 
modities heretofore allowed free ship- 
ment, and the policy adopted by the 
British Government of conserving pos- 
sible supply for its home consumption, 
following internal handicaps to drug 


growing, because of labor scarcity, 
ete., during the earlier months of the 
war. 


In the bean market quotations, 
where the source of supply is inti- 
mately associated with Mexican or 
Central American conditions, the de- 
cided setback to Mexican industries 
because of long-continued internal dis- 
orders and de facto governments has 
been manifested in striking price 
changes and market uncertainty. This 
was further intensified by the visita- 
tion of disastrous cyclonic disturbances 
which laid waste the heart of the pro- 
ducing districts of Papantla and 
Gutierrez-Zamora, the primary market 
for Mexican vanilla beans. Reports of 
damage to the vines on several of the 
Bourbon Islands, and the failure of the 
growers to replant within the last 
three years, have served to stiffen the 
market for beans grown on these 
islands, hitherto offered at concessions 
because of curtailment of consumption 
on the continent of Europe. 
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PETROLEUM EXPORTS INCREASE 
WHILE PRODUCTION IS 
FAIRLY CURBED. 





Decreased production in all the im- 
portant petroleum fields of the country 
with the exception of California, where 
there has been .a persistent effort to 
make the production equal the con- 
sumption demands, marks the sum- 
mary of field reports for the month of 
August. Declines were registered in 
new production in the more important 
fields, the mid-continent field register- 
ing a decline of more than 25,000 bar- 
rels. The largest decline in the number 
of completions and in new production 
for the month came from the mid-con- 
tinent. 

In the smaller fields there were sev- 
eral which showed slight increases in 
the amount of new production. Ken- 
tucky and Illinois did show a rise over 
the previous month, but it was very 
small, Louisiana and Texas, despite 
the registration of several important 
new wells, showed a decline in the 
amount of new production, and there 
was a large increase in the number 
of “dusters,’”’ with the Gulf coast show- 
ing 40 per cent. of worthless dry holes. 
Wildcat work with nothing more than 
surmise back of it had its effect in Ken- 
tucky and Illinois with a corresponding 
total of failures in these States. 


The Pennsylvania fields, which set 
the pace in price, because of the value 
of the oil in gasoline production—the 
main test in crude oil production in 
these days of increased consumption of 
motor fuel—were more than ordinarily 
dull during the month. Six hundred 
and four wells were completed with a 
new production of 2,835 barrels, a de- 
cline in completions of 604 wells and in 
production of 715 barrels. West Vir- 
ginia shows more completions, but the 
total of new production was about 900 
barrels less than for the previous 
month, Southeastern Ohio showed a 
gain in production with fewer comple- 
tions, while Kentucky was the most 
active State east of the Mississippi, 
with a record of 122 new wells com- 
pleted and a new production of 3,659 
barrels, The shallow sand drilling in 
the “Bloody Ground” proved most at- 
tractive to operators, and since the 
State has been tested in but few spots 
there was an unusual amount of new 
experimental work. A year ago there 
were but four new wells completed in 
the State, while in August of this year 
there were 122 new wells, 139 rigs and 
wells drilling, an increase over July of 
33, a striking illustration of the change 
brought about in this field during the 
past year. 

In Kansas the completions dropped 
from 434 in July to 310 in August, while 
the new production exceeded that of 
July by 2,303 barrels with a total of 30,- 
929 barrels. In the number of rigs and 
wells drilling Kansas showed a de- 
crease, 

There was a decrease of 109 wells in 
the Oklahoma fields, the total being 650, 
while the new production was but 35,- 
969 barrels, a decrease of 23,130 from 
July, and a decided falling off from last 
year when the new production was 48,- 
978 barrels with 285 completions. 

Texas and Louisiana have shown 
fewer large wells, and the production 
has fallen off in consequence, The new 
production for July amounted to 1,905 
barrels, a decrease of nearly 8,000 bar- 
rels over the previous month. 

In Northwestern Louisiana there 
were eight more completions than for 
July, but the wells were not of as great 
producing capacity, and the new pro- 
duction fell off to the extent of 3,431 
barrels. Nearly 40 per cent. of the Gulf 
coast completions were totaled in the 
dry list, with completions 13 less than 
in July, and with a new production 
showing a decrease of 3,431 barrels. 

The feature of the petroleum indus- 
try for August was the steady decline 
in prices, particularly in the mid-conti- 
nent field, and the decided cut in new 
production which resulted in the gen- 
eral conservation of output, with re- 
sulting stiffening effect on the market. 

The statistics of exports of mineral 
oils for the month of July show general 
gains in every branch except that of 
illuminating oil, which registers a de- 
cline of about 7,000,000 gallons for the 
month, and of about 20,000,000 gallons 
for the seven months since January 1. 

During July the total exports of min- 
eral oil amounted to 254,342,799 gallons, 
valued at $21,567,601 as compared with 
215,595,691 gallons, valued at $12,711,950, 
during the same month in 1915. 

The seven months’ exports totals 
amounted to 1,429,210,976 gallons, valued 
at $110,904,304, as compared with 1,286, - 
660,756 gallons, valued at $78,818,698, for 
the seven months ending in July, 1915, 
This was a gain of approximately $32,- 
000,000 in value for the period. 

The greatest gain registered was in 


the exportation of gasoline and naph- 
tha, etc., with a total exportation of 
47,857,244 gallons, valued at $9.450,465, as 
compared with 23,471,978 gallons of a 
value of $2,545,900—an increase in quan- 
tity of twice, and an increase in value 
of about four times,

The change covers shipments of 
the product in less than car lots under 
the Western classification. A second 
class rating of the syrup, when carried 
in barrels, is also protested. Reparation 
and a “reasonable” rate is asked. 


The Associated Oil Company has 
passed the expected dividend because 
the Associated Pipeline Company, con- 
trolled jointly by the Associated Oil 
Company and the Southern Pacific, is 
doubling the capacity of its pipeline 
between Bakersfield and Mendota, Cal.

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FORMULA DISCLOSURE BRIEF 
FILED BY CITY COUNSEL. 


Replies in the Famous Litigation to 
Be Filed by Attorneys of Contest- 
ing Drug Houses September 22— 


After several delays in presenting argu- 
ments in support of the validity of the 
New York Health Board's proprietary 
madicine formula disclosure ordinance, 
which is being contested by three local 
drug houses in a test case before the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
the Corporation Counsel, representing the 
Health Board and Health Department, 
filed a brief with that court last Satur- 
day, defending the constitutionality of 
this ordinance, as embodied in sections 
116 and 117 of the Sanitary Code. Briefs 
in this action, which was begun at the 
outset of the year in the Supreme Court 
and taken up to the Appellate Court last 
May on a stipulation as to agreed facts 
in the case, were filed by the attorneys 
for the complaining drug houses, the 
Charies N. Crittenton Company, H. 
Planten & Son and E, Fougera & Co. on 
July 15. ” 

Replies Will Be Filed on Sept. 22. 


Replies to the Corporation Counsel's 
brief will be prepared amd filed by 
Charles M. Russell, attorney for E. 
Fougera & Co., and by Cadwalader, 
Wickersham & Taft, attorneys for the 
Charles N. Crittenton Company and H. 
Planten & Co. on September 22. The 
Corporation Counsel will then submit 
an answer on behalf of the Health Board 
and Health Department. 
the Corporation Counsel's brief, just 
filed, defends the Health Board’s adop- 
tion of the formula disclosure ordinance 
and the regulations relating thereto on 
the ground that it constituted ‘a valid 
and reasonable exercise of police power,” 
although the attorneys for the complain- 
ing drug houses contended in their briefs 
that the ordinance is unreasonable and 
invalid as impracticable and in conflict 
with the Federal government's powers 
along the same line. In the Corporation 
Counsel’s brief authority for the Health 
Board’s action in adopting the ordinance 
is based upon section 1172 of the New 
York City Charter, delegating to that 
board the power to adopt and add to the 
Sanitary Code “which is to be binding 
and in force, except as the same may, 
from time to time, be revised, altered, 
amended or annulled as herein provided” 
and adding that “said Board of Health is 
hereby authorized and empowered, from 
tine to time, to add to and alter, amenud 
or annul any part of the said Sanitary 
Code and may therein publish additional 
provisions for the security of life and 
health in the city of New York and con- 
fer additional powers on the Department 
of Health not inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution or laws of this State and may 
provide for the enforcement of the Sani- 
tary Code by such fines, penalties, for- 
feitures or imprisonment as may by or- 
dinance be prescribed.” 


What the Brief Sets Forth. 


Continuing, the brief states:— 

“There is not within the realm of the ap- 
plication of the police power any field of 
human activity which more urgently requires 
vigilant surveillance than the drug field, nor 
is there any business pursuit which more 
urgently requires regulation for the protection 
and preservation of human life and health 
than the sale and distribution of the so-called 
patent and proprietary medicines, 

‘“‘4 veil of mysticism covers the dissemina- 
tion of a large number of these proprietary 
concoctions and nostrums through which the 
tnscrupulous proprietor or manufacturer is en- 
abled to employ the siren strains of curative 
claims to lure the afflicted and the weak; to 
prey upon the credulity of the sick. 

“Many of the so-called patent or proprietary 
medicines will defy chemical analysis, par- 
ticularly those of plant origin. How, then, 
can humanity be shielded by the protective 
arm of the nation, the State and the city, un- 
less the ingredients be disclosed? 

“Will it be seriously asserted that a vested 
right can be obtained to sell or distribute to 
the people of this city drugs and so-called 
remedies, the component parts of which can- 
not be ascertained, and are unknown except 
to the vendor or distributor? 

“The right te reap profits by the preservation 
of a secret relative to the composition of 
drugs and so-called medicines and remedies 
cannot, of course, stand against the right of 
the State and its delegated representatives to 
protect the life and health of its people.’ 

The Corporation Counsel's brief takes strong 
exception to the statement made in the E. 
Fougera & Co. brief, describing the ordinance 
and its regulations as ‘“‘the formula disclosure 
ordinance."" The Corporation Counse] describes 
this phraseology as ‘‘conveying an absolutely 
false impression,’’ and maintains that “the 
ingredient disclosure ordinance’’ would consti- 
tute the proper expression. 

‘‘However,’’ continues his brief, ‘‘a statute 
or a provision of the sanitary code requiring 
the registration of the formula would unques- 
tionably constitute a valid and reasonable 
exercise of the police power.”’ 

Sample Forfeiture Not Required. 


The Corporation Counsel also contends 
that the ordinance’s regulations do 
not require the forfeiture of a sample of 
the particular preparation, but simply 
that such sample “shall be submitted 
with the application.” 

In conclusion, this brief argues that 
“every material point presented by the 
respective plaintiffs in this controversy 
has been covered by the decisions cited 
in it,” and that ‘“‘to assert that the State 
dces not possess the power to require the 
disclosure of the names of the physio- 
logically active ingredients of a so-called 
medical concoction, the composition of 
which is kept secret by the manufacturer 
while its sale is indiscriminate and gen- 
eral, amounts to a virtual denial of the 
right of the State government, for the 
power of the State to protect the lives 
and health of. its people is involved. 

“Furthermore,” winds up the brief, 
“the people of this city have the right 
to assume that the Board of Health, pos- 
sessing plenary power delegated to it by 
the State Legislature, will not permit the 
indiscriminate sale and distribution of 
injurious so-called medicinal concoctions; 
that the said board will not permit fraud 
and deception to be employed in the sale 
and distribution of patent and _proprie- 
tary medicines or the manufacturers 
thereof to reap profits thereby from the 
distress of the weak and afflicted.’’

Medicinals, flavors and synthetic 
phenolic resin will bear a duty of 
30 per cent. ad valorem, as pro- 
vided in a Senate amendment, but 
the medicinals and flavors, as in the 
case of indigo and alizarin, will 
not bear the specific duty of 5 cents 


per pound, which the Senate had 
also provided. The synthetic phe-

Becomes Effective at Once. 


The conferees struck out the Senate 
provision that the dyestuffs schedule 
should not become effective until the 
close of the European war or until con- 
ditions of importations should have been 
substantially restored. The schedule, 
therefore, is immediately effective, and 


all existing law is amended to conform 
with this schedule. 

The duty on intermediates will be 15 
per cent. ad valcrem and 2% cents spe- 
cific duty per pound. 

The duty on dyes will be 3% per cent. 
ad valorem and cents specific duty per 





pound. 

The wine schedule, as finally agreed to, 
exempts from taxation medicinal com- 
pounds, as provided in the Senate bill. 


No Specific Duty on Indigo. 


‘he big fight in the conference on the 
dyestuffs schedule was over the proposal 
of the Senate to place a specific duty 
of 5 cents a pound on natural and syn- 
thetic indigo and alizarin, the same as 
provided in the bill for other dyes. 

Represeniative Claude Kitchin, of North 
Carolina, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, and a member of 
the conference committee, held out to the 
very last against the Senate amendment 
and finally succeeded in having his way 
in regard to the indigo and alizarin duty. 


He also wpposed the specific duiy on 
medicinais and flavors. It is of interest 
to note that one of the largest users of 
indigo in this country is Ceasar Cone. 
of North Carolina, who has persistently 
fought the proposed duty on indigo 
Advocates of the protective duties on 
dvestuffs scored a victory, however, in 
the action o*% the conference which struck 


out the Senate amendment postponing the 


operation of the dyestuffs schedule until 
the close of the European war 
Smoot Gave Up Fight. 
The biil was passed by the Senate after 
midnight Tuesday and was immediately 
rushed to conference, the conferees labor- 


ing to reach an agreement all day 
Wednesday and most of Thursday be- 
fore a report was framed. In the clos- 
ing hours of the debate in the Senate, 


Senator Smoot gave over his plan of of- 
fering amendments to the dyestuffs 
schedule increasing the specific duties on 
intermediates from 2% cents to 31% cents 
per pound and On dyes from 5 cents to 
7% cents. He said later that he saw the 
situation was hopeless, that his amend- 
ments would be rejected by the Demo- 
cratic majoritv and he chose not to delay 
the passage of the bill by forcing a vote 
on them. 

The bill was signed om Friday by Prest- 
dent Wilson, prior to the adjournment 
of Congress.

Making Dyes to Be Improved. 
Washington, Sept. 9, 1916. 
The Agricultural Department is prepar- 
ing to make use of the $50,000 appropri- 
ated in the agricultural bill for “inves- 
tigaiions and experiments in the uitiliza- 
tion for coloring purposes of raw mate- 
rial grown or produced in the United 
States. This appropriation gives the 


Bureau of Chemistry authority to devote 


attention to the production of dyes tn 
the 'mited States. These investigations 
are necessary largely from the fact that 
manufacturing processes for securing a 


maximum yield from a given amount of 
raw material have never been worked 
out in the United States. 

Under this appropriation it will be the 
purpose of the Bureau of Chemistry to 
assist in the development of the most 
economical! methods of manufacturing 


dyes. Laboratory investigations will be 
made to determine whether coloring sub- 
stances can be made from agricultural 
and other products which heretofore have 


not been used for the purpose, and ef- 
fective methods for obtaining coloring 
substances from coal-tar and other 
sources also will be worked out. 

The metheds devised will be testeq@ on 
a commercial seale in a small technical 
plant equipped for the purpose. A num- 


ber of coloring materials which are used 


in foods already have received consider- 
abie laboratory investigation in conneec- 
tion with the Food and Drugs <Aet. 

The agricultural appropriation act also 
continves the funds for inforcing the 
Food and Drugs Act, including the net- 
weizht amendment and the Sherles 
amendment regarding false and fraudu- 
lent claims on patent medicines.

Now comes the official announcement 
{rom the City of Mexico that it is really 
planned by Carranza to nationalize the 
oil industry of Mexico at the earliest 
possible moment. It had been reported 
for several months that he had this 
revolutionary and_ socialistic plan in 
view. but the oil operators refused to 
believe that the de facto government 
would go that far. Copies of an official 
decree which has just been published 
by the Carranza Government have been 
received here. It announces that no more 
oil concessions will be granted. The de- 
cree concludes with the following signifi- 
cant statement 

The production of petroleum is to be 
exclusively a national matter The in- 
dustry shall hereafter be directed by the 
Mexican authorities for the benefit of the 


Mexican people.’ 


It is believed here that the Mexican 
Government will not attempt to interfere 
with existing investments further than 
to oppress them with taxation and other 
means to the point of confiscation. 

It is from the oil industry, even in its 
present limited condition, that the de 
facto government is obtaining the bulk 
of its revenue If by any means Car- 
ranza could obtain control of the produc- 
mg wells, pipe lines, refineries and other 
sources of wealth belonging to the in- 
dustry, he would have a bonanza, un- 
equaled by any government in the world.

in the situation. 

That there has been damage to the crop 
by frost, there is no doubt. Messages re- 
ceived here by traders and crushers from 
their observers indicate that, and also 
hint that the damage is quite marked, 
but the belief is growing in this market 
that it is not widespread enough to cause 
much of a boom in the market. Traders 
are beginning to settle down to the belief 
that flax will have a good reasonable 
price, but nothing fancy ior the time. 
“Around $2, and maybe as high as $2.10" 
was what one well-posted trader predict- 
ed within a day or two. 

One thing which makes it improbable 
that there will be much of a flurry it 
flax unless something disastrous happens 
soon, is that the speculators are getting 
out. They are not finding the field much 
good for pickings either as sellers or 
buyers and they are withdrawing. The 
trading is being left to professionals al- 
most wholly just now. Of course, 
it would not take much activity to 
cause the speculators to jump in again 
and wrestle all around the shop, but 
there is not enough action in sight just 
now to make it worth while. Also they 
are somewhat trightened and leary of the 
flax market, for of late quite a number 
of them have had their fingers burned 
and they have been letting go 

One flax man, who is particularly rich 
in the way of resources of news, told the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter vesterday 
that despite the fact that there has been 
frost damage, it is very likely that this 
continent will produce about 18,000,000 
bushels of the seed. This is just about 
what it was last year. He estimates that 
the American side of the line will produce 
about 12,000,000 bushels this year, as com- 
pared to 13,845,000 bushels last year, and 
that the Canadian fiax country will pro- 
duce about 6,000,000 bushels, as compared 
to about 4,500,000 bushels last year. which 
brings the productions of the two years 
for the entire continent about equal 
The acreage sown to fiax in Canada 
this year is very much greater than that 
sown last year, and even with quite heavy 
frost damage, the total marketable yield 
will be considerably more than last year 
unless much heavier frost damage occurs 
before the cutting begins, which will be 
about the last of this month.

Prices for American process zine oxide 
are established for a period of six 
months, and no change has been made 
in the prices as originally announced 
for July-December deliveries. An easy 
tone was noted at times in the market 
for linseed oil, and some crushers were 
reported as willing to cut prices in 
order to secure large business. The 
government report, issued on Friday, 
indicated that the flax crop had pro- 
gressed favorably through August, and 
the indicated yield is larger than that 
given in the report of last month.

prices, and among these may be men- 
tioned the various offerings of chrome 
green and chrome yellow. Lower prices 
for raw materials is given as the rea- 
son for the weakness in the colors. 
Spirits of turpentine closed the week 


showing net advances at primary 
points and also in the domestic market.

A report on 
linseed oil and naval stores will be 
found on pages 29 and 33, respectively. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—There has been no 
change in the market for pig lead this 


week. The price is officially quoted at 
6lec. per pound, but offerings are scarce 
at that figure, and most sellers are 
asking from 6.65c, to 6.75c. per pound. 
Demand has been slow, and there is 
no feature from the standpoint of 
trading. East St. Louis quotes lead 
dull and nominal at 6%c. per pound. 


lead ore at Joplin is held at $60@62.50 
per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC 
ATE).—While some outside markets 
report that offers of basic carbonate 
have been made at 8%c. per pound, 
local sellers are maintaining quota- 
tions at 8%c. per pound, and say that 
this price is granted only to buyers of 
round lots. A good business is said to 
be passing in smaller lots at 9c. per 
pound and upwards, according to 
quantity. The metal market held 
steady through the week, and there 
was nothing from that source to in- 
fluence prices for the pigment. White 
lead in oil is moving freely, with prices

holding at 9%c. for round lots and a 
graded scale applying on sales of 
smaller amounts. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 


PHATE).—There is a similarity to re- 
ports about basic sulphate in recent 
weeks, and the situation may be 
summed up by saying that demand is 
seasonable and prices steady. The in- 
side price is held at 8%c. per pound, 
with jobbing lots selling above that 
level. There was no change in funda- 
mental conditions surrounding’ the 
market, and present quotations are not 
likely to be replaced unless there is a 
decided movement in pig lead. 

RED LEAD.—Good jobbing demand 
is reported for red lead in oil, on which 
prices vary according to quantity. 
Buyers of round lots are quoted at 
104,c. per pound, and smaller lots in- 
creased in price in a proportionate de- 
gree, Dry red lead is maintained at a 
minimum price of 9%c. per pound ,and 
sellers are finding a ready market for 
their output. The fact that demand 
has kept pace with supply has been 
one of the strengthening factors of the 
market for some time. 

LITHARGE. The manufacturing 
trades are calling for deliveries of 
litharge against contracts, and, while 
trading is routine, there is a firm tone 
to prices, and sellers are not carrying 
much surplus to offer in the spot mar- 


ket Prices are quoted at 94c. per 
pound. 
ORANGE MINERAL.—The § steady 


position of the pig lead market is a 
factor on all of the lead pigment, and, 
while the former remains in a steady 
position, a similar result may be ex- 
pected for the lead products. During 


the week there was nothing of impor- 
tance in the metal market, and this ex- 
plains developments in the case of 
orange minerals. Sellers are repeat- 
ing quotations at 12@12'%c. per pound, 
with the range depending upon seller. 
SPELTER.—Offerings of spelter are 
on the market at 8.80@8,92%c. per 
pound. Some good buying orders were 
reported during the period, and this 
applies both to spot material and to 
shipments. East St. Louis quotes 
spelter at 85%@8%c. per pound. Zinc 
ore at Joplin is quoted at $40@60 per 
ton. 
ZINC OXIDE.—The most important 
feature of the week in the market for 
zine oxide was the establishing of 
prices on French process brands, cov- 
ering deliveries over the last quarte? 
of the year. As the spelter market has 
declined in recent months, it was ex- 
pected that prices for the pigment 
would be lowered, and such has proved 
to be the case. Leading producers 
now offer French process zine oxide 
over the last three months of the year 
on the following terms: White seal, 
13c. per pound in ecarlots and 13%c. 
per pound for less than carlots; green 
seal, 12%c. per pound for carlots and 
1254c. per pound for less than carlots: 


red seal, 12c. per pound for carlots and 
12%c. per pound for less than carlots. 
These prices are based on shipments 


in barrels f. o. b. shipping point. These 
prices are effective October 1, and, 
while they are to cover the last quar- 


ter of the year, they are subject to 
change. There has been no change in 
the market for ordinary American 
process zinc oxide.

Before the 
war the price of casein dropped to 2 
and 3 rubles ($1 to $1.50) per pood oft 
36.11 pounds, whereas the normal price 
was i to 5 rubles ($2 to $250). At the 
same time the price of cattle increased 
to such an extent that it became mors 
profitable to feed the calves and pigs 
with the skimmed milk from’ which 
eascin is manufactured. \t present the 
value of skimmed milk has increased stiil 
more, and all casein factories in the 
northern district as well as in Siberia 


have shut down. 


The Moscow firms state that casem can 
only again be obtained from Russia pro- 
viding the price is not less than 5 to 
6 rubles ($2.50 to $3) per pood.

CHICAGO PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH CLUB 
HEARS PLANS FOR ATLANTIC CITY MEETING 


Strenuous Objection Raised to Choice of Chicago in 1917— 
Report on Clean-Up, Paint-Up Campaign— 
Report of Delegation Committee. 


Chicago, Sept. 7, 1916. 

The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
Chicago held its first fall and winter 
meeting tonight with the new president 
of the club, Harry I. Pfeffer, in the chair. 
The meeting, which was held at the Chi- 
cag® Athletic Club, was attended by 
about 100 members,. An elaborate dinner 
and cabaret entertainment preceded it. 
Twelve candidates for membership were 
elected to membership. 

The chief business of the evening re- 
lated to the convention of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, to be 
hela at Atlantic City, October 9-11, and 
the part this club’s delegates are to take. 
In this connection the following report 
was presented by W. R. Hyde, chairman 
of the delegates, chosen at the annual 
meeting of the Chicago Club last May:— 


Report of Delegation, 


“Your delegation has held two meetings, 
which have been well attended and a good 
deal of thoughtful discussion has been in order 
as to proper resolutions to be presented to the 
convention on behalf of the local club. It 
is the wish of your delegation to go down to 
Atlautic City primed with important resolu- 
tions, and to this end we ask that there may 
be a discussion tonight, not only as to the 
resolutions which we have drawn up and will 
present to the convention with your permis- 
sion and indorsement, but as to any other reso- 
lutiun any member may have in mind to pre- 
seut at this time. The following resolutions 
have been voted on by your delegation:— 

“Whereas, During the past year there has 
been great activity in the varnish trade, and, 
while the pricés of raw material has reached 
an extremely high figure, and while it 1s pos- 
sible that many of the manufacturers had a 
large part of their supplies contracted for, be- 
fore advances, and while the general results 
have been quite satisfactory, the outlook for 
the coming year is nct 80 bright; and 

‘‘Whereas, It is, in the opinion of your dele- 
gates, timely that a resolution be adopted by 
this club, indorsing a resolution to be offered 
at the convention at Atlantic City of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, 
which will be as follows:— 

‘* *Be it resolved, That, whereas the present 
customary terms and cash discounts cn sales 
of varnish are inconsistent and essential to 
the general trade, here, the National Faint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, in convention 
assembled, recommend that all varnishes and 
varnish specialties be sold on regular terms 
of 60 days, and that the discount allowed for 
cash be 2 per cent., if paid in ten days; these 
terms not to interfere with April first datings, 
allowed on shipments made in November of 
the preceding year; this recommendation to 
be put into effect when the National Associa- 
tion of Varnish Manufacturers shall have 
adopted similar terms.’ . 

“ ‘Whereas, It is extremely difficult to obtain 
reliable statistics of the paint, oil and varnish 
industry. ss ; 

*' 'Be it resolved, That 4 Statistics Committee 
be appointed representing the various indus- 
tries affiliated with the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, whose duty it shall 
be to secure’ data of the paint, oil and varnish 
industry, both for reference to the members 
of the association, as well as to supplying sta- 
tistics to the National Bureau at Washington 
as may be required.’ 

“It was regularly moved, seconded and adopt- 
ed that it be established as a rule in this club 
that the member of the National Board of 
Control from this organization should be the 
immediate past president of the club. Thus 
one selection for the Board of Control for the 
year 1916-1917 would be Mr. F. M. Carter 

“tt was also regularly moved, seconded and 
adopted that your delegation be empowered by 
the club at large to go down to Atlantic ¢ ity 
instructed to take the convention of the Na- 
tional Paint, Of1 and Varnish Association in 
1918 or later. It has been stated that it is 
the wish of some of the members of the Na- 
tional Association that this club should take 
the convention next year, but it Is the con- 
census of opinion of the delegation that it will 
be more propitious for the local club to handle 
this convention two years from now or later.” 


Opposed to Chicago for 1917. 


The last motion of the report with ref- 
erence to the Chicago club’s taking the 
national convention brought about a spir- 
ited debate, in which it was openly 
charged that the New York club had 
dominated the last convention and was 
trying to force the convention on the Chi- 
cago club in 1917. Opposition to holding 
the convention here in 1917 was strong, al- 
though some members urged that the 
club had “dodged” this duty long enough 
that the club could handle the national 
gathering as well next year as at any 
later time. Resentment against the al-

AMENDED KENYON PAINT BILL 
REPORTED TO SENATE BE- 
FORE ADJOURNMENT. 





Washington, Sept. 9. 1916. 


The Kenyon paint bill, which has been 
hanging fire in the Senate since its intro- 
duction, December 10, 1915, was favorably 
reported to the Senate by Mr. Cummins 
from the Committee on Manufactures a 
short time before adjournment of Con- 
gress. 

As reported the bill is amended by 
striking out the enumeration of stand- 
ards for linseed oil and the requirements 
for boiled linseed oil and the substitution 
of an amendment providing:— 

That for the purposes of this act the De- 
partment of Agriculture shall establish stand- 
is for determining the purity of ‘“‘linseed 
as above defined, which it may change as 
ine developments of the science of chemistry 
may require. It shall give general publicity to 
such standards and mail a copy of the publica- 
tiors containing them to every known producer 
or manufacturers of “linseed oil.’" If in any 
case such oil fails to comply with the stand- 
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ard so established and in force it shall be 
deemed to be adulterated within the meaning 
of this act, 

The provision of section 12 relating to 
articles deemed to be “improperly labled 
or misbranded,”’ is amended to substitute 
the word “mislabled’’ for “improperly 
labled or misbranded.”

Hop Handlers Warned of Arsenic in 
Sulphur for Curing. 


Washington, Sept. 9, 1916. 

Hop growers and handlers are urged 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture to make certain that the sulphur 
they use in curing is absolutely free from 
auy trace of arsenic. The accidental 
presence in occasional shipments of 
American hops of minute traces of arse- 
nic introduced through use of impure sul- 
phur has led at times to rejection of ship- 
ments especially in cases of exports to 
foreign countries with rigid hop stand- 
ards. As the export trade under ordinary 


conditions is important, growers and 
handlers of hops should be careful to use 
in treating them only pure sulphur guar- 
anteed as arsenic free. The usual guar- 
anty of 99.5 per cent. pure, it is found 
is not sufficient, as the one-half of one 


per cent. impurity may conceal traces 
of arscnic. 

That these traces of arsenic in occa- 
sional consignments come from the im- 
pure sulphur used in drying and bleach- 
ing was suggested by the United States 
Department of Agriculture some years 
ago. A second investigation just com- 


pleted establishes definitely that impure 
sulphur is the source of this contamina- 
tion.

LINSEED OIL. 

There has been a rather easy tone to 
the oi] market throughout the week. 
Seed prices did not show any material 
change for the period, but demand for 
oil was not active, and some crushers 
were reported to be looking for busi- 
ness and called for pids from consum- 
ers under the prices generally quoted 
as the market price. For carlots the 
asking price has been held at 70c, per 
gallon, but this figure can not be called 
firm, and business went through under 
that level. The Government crop re- 
port did not come out until after the 
close of the seed market on Friday and 
it is too early to see what effect it will 
have on the oil market. Many large 
consumers of oil are reported to be 
covered for nearby wants, and as the 
market has been easy, others are not 
induced to buy in a large way, so that 
most of the business done is for com- 
paratively small amounts for prompt 


shipment. Some good-sized orders, 
however, are said to have been in- 
volved in transactions where 70c. was 


shaded, With the country in a pros- 
Pperous condition, consumption of oil 
this fall is expected to be large, and if 
this is reflected in an active buying 
movement it may become a factor in 
influencing prices. Demand for cake 
has been good, and quotations for the 


latter are holding at _ satisfactory 
levels. 

The feature to the seed market this 
week Was the publishing of the gov- 
ernment estimate on condition and 
probable yield of the growing crop. 
This report made no change in the 
acreage figures as given in the July 
report, and the latter is still held at 
1,591,000 acres. Condition showed im- 


provement as compared with the figure 
for August 1. Condition on September 
is placed at $4.8, yield per acre at 
9.4 bushels, and total yield at 14,900,000 
bushels. This report may be regarded 
as favorable, as it represents a larger 
yield than was indicated in the report 
of last month. Of course, the total 
as indicated is still far below domestic 
requirements, and makes it certain 
that large amounts of seed will be im- 
ported, but, on the other hand, there 
were very pessimistic reports in circu- 
lation early in August, and it was held 
in some quarters that the September 
report would show deterioration, as 
compared with that for August. Prices 
were easier for the greater part of the 
week, but steadied later on with net 
changes not important. Some unfa- 
vorable reports have been heard re- 
garding the Argentine crop, which is 
said to be badly in need of rain. Ship- 
ments from the Argentine this week 
amounted to 631,000 bushels, of which 
371,000 bushels were destined for this 
country and the balance for Europe. 
India is shipping considerable seed to 
the United Kingdom, and this serves 
to relieve the pressure on Argentine 
offerings. Reports from the Western, 
Canadian and Buenos Aires seed mar- 
kets from our own correspondents will 
be found on page 20.

From the large shipments of linseed 
cake which have been going out to 
European markets, it is evident that 
demand for this product has b#n good 
recently. Demand is still fairly active 
and high prices are being secured by 
sellers. The market is quoted at $36@ 


37 per ton, but the inside price is said 
to have figured but little in recent 
sales, and most sellers are holding out 
for the higher figure. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


While new high prices were estab- 
lished for the movement early in the 
week, the tendency became decidedly 
irregular toward the close, and the 
final feeling was distinctly unsettled. 
Heavy outside buying at the outset 
was offset by extensive offerings tow- 
ard the close, and prices covered con- 
Siderable ground, with trading very 
active. Late declines in lard and cot- 
ton had a tendency to check ‘‘fren- 
zied’’ outside buying of oil, while it 
tempted many to convert at least a 
part of their paper profits into cash. 
The publication of the census ginning 
report on Friday morning showed the 
amount of cotton ginned to be in ex- 
cess of general expectations, and this 
was the signal for heavy general sell- 
ing all through the oil list. The cen- 
sus ginning report covers the amoun: 
of the crop ginned to September 1. Its 
figures were so much larger than had 
been expected that a heavy general 
selling movement followed in cotton 
immediately upon its announcement, 
and before this ran its course prices 
broke 25 to 30 points from the previous 
day’s closing quotations. The amount 
of cotton ginned was given at 850,000 


bales to September 1, against about 
464,000 last year, 480,000 in 1914 and 
799,000, the previous record total for 


the first ginning period to September 1. 
The trade had been expecting between 
600,000 and 615,000 bales. The difference 
was so great it had a marked impres- 
sion upon oil prices. 

This report indicates that 400,000 
tons of seed are available, and also 1s 
convincing that new crop oil in sizable 
quantities is possible for October ship- 
ment. It is stated that consumers have 
not given much attention to the mar- 
ket on the advance. Makers of lard 
compound seem to have enough oil to 
meet temporary wants, and bleachable 
oil has shown no particular activity. 
The relatively high prices for lard 
have stimulated the demand for com- 
pound to some extent, but the rapidity 
of the advances in lard, cotton and oil 
have not increased confidence in the 
general situation. Crude oil has not 
come out freely. Seed prices are still 
unsettled, and mill activity will prob- 
ably be curtailed until the seed mar- 
ket assumes a normal condition. The 
opinion is expressed that difficulty 
may be experienced in maintaining 
current levels when the seed movement 
becomes normal. Below is a detailed

A feature in 
the local market was the report that 
a prominent soap manufacturer will, 
in about sixty days, have completed 
a plant for the crushing of copra and 
palm kernels. The plant is being erect- 
ed on New York Bay. Advices from 
the Pacific Coast reported business in 
domestic Ceylon quality oil on the 
basis of 9144c. per pound, f. o. b. San 
Francisco. Philippine oil has sold dur- 
ing the week around 95c. per pound, 
forward shipment, f. o. b. Pacific Coast 
ports. Advices received late in the 
week stated that Philippine interests 
were now asking from 9%c. to 10c. per 
pound, f. o. b. Pacific Coast. Domestic 
oil was offered here at 10%c. per 
pound, in tanks, f. o. b. New York, 
with Philippine oil quoted nominally 
around the same figure. Trading in 
imported coconut oils was dull, prices 
being considerably higher than those 
obtaining for the domestic product.

Demand 
is still backward for finished products, 
but paint makers express more confi- 
dence in the trade outlook over the 
remainder of the year, and several are 
convinced that a good volume of busi- 
ness is in prospect. Meanwhile stocks 
in consumers’ hands are low and pri- 
mary developments are awaited with 
interest, Turpentine shipments for 
the week at Savannah were 917 barrels. 
Receipts were 2,407 barrels. Stocks 
were 22,764 barrels, as compared with 
21,274 barrels last week, and 21,188 bar- 
rels last year. At Jacksonville the price 
was 43%4c. a gallon at the close. Lon- 
don stocks on August 19 were 31,333 
barrels, against 30,208 barrels in 1915 
and 25,367 in 1914 for corresponding 
periods.

OIL PAINT AND 


Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Sept. 9, 1916. 


With no further changes in the price 
of crude oil, and with new production 
dwindling rapidly in the majority of 
the fields of the country, the crude 
petroleum market has apparently re- 
lapsed into the condition of apathy 
which marked it for months prior to 
the sudden collapse of prices in the 
mid-continent and other fields, and 
the reduction in Pennsylvania. 

Last week closed without the ex- 
pected reduction in prices of Eastern 
crude oil at the wells, and as the days 
passed with a constant ,demand for 
export and for gasoline production it 
an to be circulated about that the 
next price change might just as well 
be up down. And there it stands 
with one guess as good as another. 

The live spot in all the fields at the 
present time is Kentucky, where drill- 
ing is being carried on in 51 counties, 
with an existing oil and gas production 
which should produce gushers. 

There is a renewal of the “oil 
fever’ now going on in Henderson 
and adjoining counties. New leases 
are being taken on lands and it would 
not surprise the inhabitants of Hen- 
derson to wake up some morning to 
find the city one of the leading oil 
centers of the country. 

The first well drilled that section 
was about forty years ago, when a 
Mr. King, from Pennsylvania, started 
a saw mill in the neighborhood of 
Tilden, Webster county. Mr. King 
as it said, saw such striking re- 
semblance of the country and the oil 
fields of ‘Pennsylvania, decided to 
abandon his saw mill and drill for 
oil. He drilled a well and found both 
oil and gas, but soon afterward went 
away for more capital and failed to 
return. About twenty years ago a 
local company was formed to explore 
the section for oil and gas. They 
drilled several wells and found both 
oil and gas, but about the time they 
were expected to do great things, it 
is said their capital was wiped out. 
A chart of one of the wells shows oil 
was found at 160 feet; another sand 
at 600 feet and another at 1,500 feet. 
One of the members of the old com- 
pany says the oil was analyzed and 
showed a paraffine base. Since this 
time quite a few operators have been 
in the field leasing, but no drilling of 
consequence has been made. One of 
the foremost oil producers of Okla- 
homa six years ago had his whole 
staff of geologists in the field, and 
as a result took leases on several 
thousand acres of land, for which he 
has paid a yearly rental since.

REFINED PRODUCTS, 


Two changes in the New York market 
marked the week—a quarter cent re- 
duction on refined oil for export, and a 
cut of a cent a gallon on high-grade 
gasoline, which made the quotation 3lc. 
in steel and 34c: in wood, on 73 to 76 
degree product, with the lower grades 
at a corresponding price, which cut 
was preceded by a cent cut in gasoline 
and naphtha, making the tank wagon 
basis 22c.

Various Notes, 


Announcement is made that the Associated 
Oil Company has passed the expected payment 
to stockholders on the ground that the money 
is needed just now for the enlargement and 
improvement of its field of operations, In this 
connection it is known that the Associated 
Pipe Line Company, controlled jointly by the 
Associated Oil Company and the Southern Pa 
cific, is doubling the capacity of its line be- 
tween Bakersfield and Medata, The improve- 
ments and the installation of new equipment 
in fourteen old stations will cost $1,500,000, 
according to report. On completion the line 
will have a capacity of 28,000 barrels a day, 
instead of 14,000, the present capacity. 

Work on the new wharf for the Standard Oil 
Company is being advanced rapidly. Mean- 
while, the Kerchoff-Cuzner docks are at pres- 
ent being used by the Standard tankers, The 
new wharf is being built by the city for the 
use of the Standard Oil Company, who en- 
tered into an agreement with the city whereby 
the oil company will pay six years’ rent in 
advance, or $31,000. which equals the cost 
of construction of the wharf. The Standard 
has not as yet been able to lease a tug large 
enough or powerful enough to tow their barges 














in this harbor and are considering a plan to 
construct one, although a tug may be secured 
elsewhere. 

There authentic information to the effect 
that the California Well Drilling Company has 
signed contracts for the drilling of fourteen 
new wells in the field adjacent to Taft, and 
that work will be begun at once. These con- 
tracts will require the employment of hundreds 
of men, and as the average cost of drilling a 
well is in the neighborhood of $30,000, it 
means the distribution of at least $420,000. 

The Brea Canyon gasser brought in about 
three months ago is still producing thousands 
of feet of gas daily, but the oil output from 
this hole is only about 200 barrels daily.

Important deals in the Gulf coast fields 
marked the close of the week ending September 





2. The largest transaction still pending is 
for the royalty interest of the late George 
Hermann estate in approximately 1,900 acres 


at Humble. The figures will probably come 
close to $2,000,000. The purchasing company 
is known as the Humble Associates, which 
name it is officially stated is a temporary 
one, and that a new company with large 
capitalization will be organized to take over 
the assets of the present organization. The 
company is financed by Eastern capital. The 
Texas agent, Alexander M. Duessen, until 
recently was a geologist with the Gulf Produc- 
tion Company. Before employment by that 
company he was with the United States Geo- 
logical Survey at Austin, Texas. He has 
charge of all development work. 

The Mary Owens Oil Company has taken 
over 2,000 acres in the Birch survey, north 
of the San Jacinta River, at Humble, from 
the Butler Oil Company, and will drill a deep 
test. 

The Humble-Union Oil Company (J. C. Lar- 
kin et al.) has leased five acres in the Mor- 
ris tract, southwest of the Pyramid Oil Com- 
pany’s lease at Humble, paying a bonus of 
$400 an acre. 

The Baxter Petroleum Company has_ taken 
over the Parker & Tuffly lease on the Dubois 
land at Humble, on which there are six wells 
and another drilling. The lease has a daily 
production of 50 barrels, and is south of the 
J. E. Webb property. The Baxter Petroleum 
Company was recently organized with a cap- 
ital of $60,000. Its officers are J. E. Webb, 
presicent; Prince Baxter, vice-president, and 
Cc. P. Hall secretary-treasurer. 

At Goose Creek the lease on the Bush 20 
acres, joining the new gusher recently brought 
in by the American Petroleum Corporation, has 
been taken over by the Gulf Production Com- 
pany at a reported price of $20,000. This 
company has been quietly buying up most 
of the loose property in the Goose Creek fields 
since the beginning of the year. 

Paul Briant and associates have 
lease on an island across the bay 
field and are getting ready to drill. Recently 
one of the Hoffman companies filed on 500 
acres of submerged State lands in the Black 
Duck Bay. 

Cc. F. Rucker is said to have purchased the 
personal stock owned by H. Hi Hoffman in 
three of the Hoffman companies with Goose 
Creek holdings for $25,000. 

Victoria parties operating as the Churchill 
Oil Company sold the Mexican Petroleum Cor- 
poration a lease recently of 20 acres in the 
Galliard and 4 acres on the Faust for $25,000. 

About the middle of August S. W. Gilbert, 
of the firm of Gilbert & Martin, of Champaign, 
Ill., closed a trade with the Boston-Texas Pe- 
troleum Comapny, leasing acres 8 and 4, and 
the north part of acre 56, in the George Hart 
subdivision, and acres 1 to 10, inclusive, in 
the Richard Rogers’ 20-acre subdivision, and 
acres 32 to 42, inclusive, in the Mrs. Merchant 
200 acres subdivision, at Sour Lake, for a 
bonus of $1,000 an acre and a royalty of one- 
sixth of the oil. The land leased is south 
of the deep sand wells in the southern part 
of the field and is in the new extension. The 
Gilbert & Martin lease stipulates for the drill- 
ing of a deep test to 4,500 feet if oil is not 
found at a lesser depth. 

The Houston Oil Company of Texas has 
transferred its real estate situated in twelve 
counties in East Texas and a portion of 
Louisiana, aggregating about 800,000 acres of 
land, to the Southwestern Settlement and De- 
velopment Company for a consideration of ap- 
proximately $4,000,000, The conveyance by 
the Houston Oil Company is made subject to 
the timber contract between it and the Kirk- 
by Lumber Company, the oil company reserv- 
ing all oil rights to the land. 

Charles Mitchel, trustee for the American 
Petroleum Corporation, has under option the 
Henrietta Oil Company’s property and the 
Texas Petroleum Company’s lease at Humble 
at a combined figure around $100,000. 

The Atlantic and Gulf Petroleum Company, 
organized under the laws of the State of 
Delaware, has just been organized for the pur- 
pose of operating in the Humble fields. It 
will be in the nature of a holding company 
for the purpose of developing and operating. 
The company has a capital stock of $1,500,000, 
and was organized by Burt & Griffith, who are 
among the most important operators in Texas. 
Associated with them will be a number of 
Eastern financiers, who have formed a syn- 
dicate to take over half the stock, paying a 
eash consideration. One-half will be retained 
by Burt & Griffith, The deal involves the 
transfer o7 250 acres of land in the Stevenson 
survey at Humble. This tract is being operat- 
ed by the Republic Production Company, and 
the transfer is subject to their interests. In 
exchange, Burt & Griffith bring 10,000 acres 
of undeveloped leaseholds into the company. 
The producing oil lands traneferred to the new 
company consist of lots Al, A2, A3, A4, A5, 
A6, A7, A8, A9 and AlO, out of a subdivision 
of 517 acres in the south end of the survey, 
together with leases, royalties, rights and 
equities. The lands on which the leases are 
held consist of 1,590 acres in the Jacob Karcher 
survey, 1,191 acres in the Thomas Upshaw 
and Edward Lubicious surveys, a half interest 
in 420 acres of the Thomas Norwent survey 
and others. 

Two new oil companies were recently incor- 
porated in Arizona, Most of the incorporat- 
ors are Houston men. The companies are 
the Prince-Gray Oil Company, capital, $20,000, 
and the Arizona Oil Production Company, cap-

ital, $10,000. The directors and incorporators 
are:—W. H. Gray, C. V. Prince, W. M. Bab- 
cock, R. A. Welch, S. T. Morgan, R. L. 


Autry, H. R. Johnson and L. I. Wood. 

The Magnofia Petroleum Company’s net 
earnings for the first six months of the year 
were over $3,000,000. The net for the year is 
expected to be nearly $7,000,000, 

Considerable interest is manifested in the 
report that the Galena Signal Oil Company, of 
Franklin, Pa., has entered into an agreement 
with the American Petroleum Company (J. 
S. Cullihan et al.), of Houston, to market 
the latter company’s output of oil from the 
refinery being built on the ship channel near 
Houston. This would improve the market for 
both Gulf coast crude petroleum and the fin- 
ished product manufactured from the oil. Work 
has commenced at the refinery site, and it 
is hoped the plant will be in operation by 
January first. 

The Magnolia Petroleum Company is build- 
ing a mixing plant on the 13-acre tract adjoin- 
ing the cement plant to handle Mexican fuel 
oil. Grading has bgun, Plans include a 
wharf, twe 55,000-barrel steel storage tanks 
and pumps for handling heavy Mexican and 
lighter crude, which will be brought by boat 
from Mexico and then shipped to South Texas 
consumers in tank cars. 

Another industry, situated on the ship chan- 
nel, of which little has been said, is a plant 
doing a good business preparing fuller’s earth 
for use and shipment. The quarry from

which the raw earth is obtained is situated 
in Grimes county, Texas, near Navisota, about 
90 miles north of Houston. Fuller’s earth is 
a clay product, and the most perfect bleach 
for petroleum knuwn. There is a deposit in 
McCullock county, Texas, of about the same 
grade as that in Navisota. The Magnolia Pe- 
troleum Company and the Texas Company are 
annually using about 8,000 tons of the Navi- 
sota product in their refineries. The selling 
price at Houston is about $10 a ton, 

It has been reported that the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum Company has bought 6,000,000 barrels 
of storage oil in the Healdton field in Okla- 
homa. This is incorrect; the Magnolia owned 
half the oil in 42 steel tanks, the McMan Oil 
Company owning the other half. The Mag- 
nolia has bought the half owned by the Mc- 
Man Company, approximately 1,100,000 barrels. 
The Saddle River Oil Company purchased 52 
steel tanks of oil some time ago, and the 
Magnolia Company will run the crude to Beau- 


mont, but has no interest in the oil, 

Vessel shipments from United States Gulf 
ports during the month of July for the four 
important refining companies (Gulf, Texas, 
Magnolia and the Standard of Louisiana),

ucts, averaging a daily movement of 111,641 
barrels. tefined products showed an increase 
of 619,847 barrels over the June figures, and 
the crude shipments declined 104,925 barrels, 
compared with June record, 

Interest in drilling operations still center at 
Goose Creek, where the big gusher brought in 
by the American Petroleum Corporation has 
been opened again and is flowing at the rate 
of 10,000 barrels of oil daily, or better. It 


is stated that when the well first came in it 
flowed 14,000 barrels of oil in the first 38 
hours it was running. Then it sanded up 


after it had put out about 10 carloads of sand 
in the time it was flowing. The well re- 
mained closed until Friday, September 1, 
when it was opened up and is reported as now 


flowing steadily, 

Storage tanks with 1,200 barrels’ capacity 
have been erected and additional tanks are 
going up. These are in addition to an earthen 
reservoir of 50,000 barrels. The company is 
starting to drill six new wells in the Goose 
Creek field, and great activity is evidenced 


all over the field. 

A temporary injunction has just been grant- 
ed on application of the Knob Oil and Gas 
Company, restraining W. A. Bute, a contractor, 
from removing a rig and some machinery 
from the Goose Creek field. The defendant 
claims he has an opportunity to lease the out- 
fit to the American Petroleum Corporation. 
The plaintiff claims the contractor agreed to 
drill to 1,509 feet. Oil was struck at 1,007 
feet, hut not in paying quantities, The con- 
tractor claims he has fulfilled his agreement. 

At Edgerly the Gulf Refining Company and 
Higgins Oil and Fuel Company's No. 6 Hig- 
gins ‘*B’’ lease, came in on August 28 while 
the strainer was being set, and is flowing be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 barrels of oil daily, The 
well is one of the best producers in this dis- 
trict. Nine distinct sands have been developed 
in this district, the deepest and most pro- 
ductive being found at about 3,000 feet. 

At Humble interest centers in trades rather 
than in drilling operations. There are no new 
wells in the gusher class, only three small 
wells with a daily output of 120 barrels being 
completed in the week. None of the deep 
sand tests show anything of value. About 33 
rigs are running. 

At Sour Lake considerable drilling is under 
way and quite a number of derricks are go- 
ing up. Three wells were completed during 
the week ending September 2, with a total 
daily production of about 1,170 barrels. The 
Boston-Texas Oil Company (H. G. Curran et 
al.) are to drill a test well of at least 4,500 
feet, and pay a bonus of $1,000 an acre, be- 
sides one-sixth royalty on all oil production.

Texas Panhandle. 


Fort Worth, Texas, Sept. 8, 1916. 


The work in the proven fields of the Texas 
Panhandle has been almost at a standstill for 
the past 10 or 12 days, owing to the long 
drouth which has curtailed the supply of water 
for drilling. There were, however, a few 
completions in the defined territory, some of 
which were important, as they seem to indi- 
cate a new sand near the Burkburnett field, in 
Wichita county. In the defined area proper 
at Burkburnett, Clint Woods has completed his 
No, 6 on the Shultz farm at 1,709 feet, good 
for 125 barrels, and with 16 feet of pay. 

To the southwest of Burkburnett, about 2% 
miles, a good deal of drilling has been done 
and is projected to a shallow sand that has 
been found at a depth of from 450 to 500 
feet and five small wells of from 10 to 25 
barirels’ capacity have already been brought 
in. The discovery well was drilled by Judge 
A. W. Walker, of Dallas, Texas, on the 
Cropper farm, about 2% miles southwest of 
Burkburnett, and up to the present time it 
appears that there has been a narrow strip, 
about three-quarters of a mile, defined as pro- 
ducing territory. On all sides of this strip 
acreage has been leased and locations are be- 
ing made for drilling new tests, Gamble et 
al., of Dallas, Texas, are putting up a rig 
on the W. T. Willis farm, about a mile east 
of the discovery well. Conner et al., of Ard- 
more, Oklahoma, are starting a well on the 
Fowler farm, about three-quarters of a mile 
east of the Cropper well, and contracts have 
been let for three other wells to be drilled 
to 480 feet in the surrounding territory. 

In the Electra field, in Wichita county, the 
completions shown are Putman No, 1, of the 
Magnclia Petroleum Company, which was com- 
pleted at 1,940 feet, good for 75 barrels. The 
Red River Oil Company got a 25-barrel well 
at 1,550 feet, with its No. 81 Bywaters. The 
Forest Oil Company got a 10-barrel producer 
with No, 14 Marriott, which was drilled in at 
1,950 feet, and the Gulf Production Company 
completed No. 52 on the Miller tract, a 15- 
barrel well. There are now 36 drilling wells in 
the Electra field, 11 new rigs have been built 
and a few locations made for new wells. As 
heavy rains have fallen throughout the Pan- 
handle area during the last few days it is 
expected that work will be resumed in the 
proven field and many of the wells that are 
_— close to the sand will shortly be drilled 
n. 

Great interest has been aroused among the 
wildcat operators by the discovery of a pay 
sand in Archer county, where many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars have been spent in the 


past in fruitless prospecting. The Art Oil 
Company's well drilled on the Luke Wil- 
son ranch, southwest of Wichita Falls and 


near the smail town of Holliday, Texas, has 
shown oil in considerable quantities at a 
depth of about 1,750 feet, Owing to a leaky 
casing and a caving hole it is not known yet 
how good the well is, but the operatoes and 
people who have seen the well bailed are 
satisfied that when it is cleaned out it will 
be a paying proposition. Estimates of its 
capacity vary from 10 to 25 barrels daily. 
Leasing is very active, and many of the 
Wichita Falls operators and some from Okla- 
homa are taking up acreage in the surround- 
ing country, although bonuses have leaped to 
a very high figure, and this has discouraged 
some who would otherwise have taken leases. 

All of the leases carry a 60-day drilling con- 
tract, and it is, therefore, probable that this 
locality will be thoroughly tested within the 
next three months, 

While a good deal of work is still going 
on in Palo Pinto county, most of the comple- 
tions are dry holes; the only producer reported 
is one brought in by the Texas and Pacific 
Coal Company at Strawn, at 965 feet, good for 
10 barrels daily. Two other wells are drilling 
on fee lands, Nos. 80 and 90, and a rig has 
been built for No, 91. On the Sheppard 
ranch two new rigs have been built for tests, 
Nos. 2 and 3. Near the discovery well, at 
Caddo, Texas, Wright No. 1 is drilling at 
1,200 feet, and Coody No. 1 is shut down at 
200 fect, on account of lack of water for 
drilling purposes. These tests are about 20 
miles north of Strawn, and just across the line 
in Stephens county. 

Near Mineral Wells the Empire Fuel and 
Gas Company's No. 3 on the Edmonson ranch 
is still shut down at about 1,350 feet, and 
rumor has it that pay was found in the hole 
before the suspension of operations, The 
Texas and Pacific Coal Company has built a 
rig on the Corn ranch, west of Mineral Wells. 


and will spud in as soon as it can secure 
water for drilling. The La Salle Oil Com- 
pany, of Chicago, has interested itself in this 
locality through A. P. McBride, of Independ- 
ence, Kan., a well-konwn oil man of Okla- 
homa, and a large acreage has been secured 
northwest of Mineral Wells, where it pur- 


poses tu prospect for oil and gas. This is near 
the famous Kyle Mountain region, which has 
been pronounced a logical structure for the 
retention of oil and gas by the experts of the 
United States Geological Survey. To the east 
of Mineral Wells, in Parker county, Harry 
English, drilling for S. A. Guy, of Shreveport, 
has reached a depth of 1,650 feet. This test 
is northeast of the discovery gas well drilled 
in a short time ago by the same parties. In 
Jack county, northeast of Jacksboro, Low et 
al., of Bartlesville, Okla., are shut down at 
about 2,000 feet in black shale, waiting orders. 
From Waco, in McLennon county, comes the 
report of an oil strike at a depth of 400 
feet. This, however, has not been confirmed 

At Barstow, Texas, north of El Paso, a good 
deal of excitement exists on account of the 
reported finding of an oil-bearing strata in the 
surrounding country, and an examination of 
the territory by Dean S H. Worrell, the geolo- 
gist for the Texas School of Mines, has 
brought a ‘“‘possible’’ report from him. He 
believes a deep test will reveal the presence of 
a paying oil field. No wells have been drilled 
in this locality deeper than 500 feet. Acreage 
has been taken up and a test will be drilled 
to 5,000 feet, unless something is found sooner, 
as it has been determined to explore the field 





thoroughly in the hope of making a good 
strike. :

Kentucky-Tennessee. 
Barbourville, Ky., Sept. 8, 1916. 


An extensive leasing campaign is now being 
conducted in all that section of Southern Ken- 
tucky extending from Knox county, on the 
east, to the Allen county fields, on the west. 
Leasing efforts have been redoubled during the 
past few weeks, every county in that district 
north of the Tennessee line being gone over 
thoroughly. Some of the biggest producing 
concerns of the country are in the leasing 
game, speculators being few in number, The 
producing branch of the Standard Oil Company 
has been leasing in Clay county, bordering 
the old Knox county field, along with a dozen 
other concerns, Operators have been studying 
out the lines in that direction and believe that 
ultimately important southern extensions of the 
Bstill county fleld will be developed through 
Clay and Jackson counties into Knox county, 
close to the Tennessee line. On the western 
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end of this leased-over area the results of 
Allen county operators are having a stimulat- 
ing effect on leasing in neighboring counties. 
Following a 40-barrel wildcat stiike in Met- 
calf county, leasing activity has been renewed 
in that direction, while the drilling of severai 
small pumpers in Barren county is renewing 
inte:eSt in leasing, sUlaskKi, situated centraily 
between the Knox county neid and Alien cuun- 
ty, has been ieased over by a aozen or more 
companies, in tne aggregate neariy Zvv,w0 
acres being taken up, A nuimber of weiis w.li 
Shortly be started in this distiict, in every 
instance the prospective deveiopment of shai- 
low sand poois is causing the nurry in lease- 
taking, the chances tor snailow oi being re- 
garucu about as gvod in one spot as aluther.

The northern 
portion of the Shoshone or Windy River Indian 
reservation in Wyoming was ceded to the 


United States by an agreement signed April 
<2, 1904. The cession was accepted and legis- 


lation effecting the ceded lands was provided 
for in the act approved March 3, 1905. An act 
to ratify and amend an agreement with the 
Indians residing on the Shoshone or Windy 
River Indian reservation in the State of Wyo- 
ming, and to make appropriations for carrying 
the same into effect. Said act of March 3, 
1905, provided for the opening of the lands to 
entry ‘under the provisions of the homestead, 
townsite, coal or mineral laws of the United 
States,’ and it was provided that the lands en- 
tered under the ‘mineral laws shall be paid 
for in amount and manner as provided by said 
aws. 

“By Presidential order of August 2, 1912, 
certain of the lands on the reservation were 
withdrawn as petroleum lands for the ‘purpose 
of classification, and in aid of legislation,’ said 
order being issued under the authority of the 
withdrawal act of June 25, 1910. Petroleum 
has been discovered on certain patented tracts 
of land within the ceded area, and oil leases 
have been made by the Interior Department 
on some of the allotted lands on the ceded 
area. Other tracts of land have been located 
under the mineral laws, the locators claiming 
that the lands were not public lands and there- 
fore not legally withdrawn under the terms of 
the withdrawal act of 1910, and, further, that 
the act of 1905, providing for the disposition 
of these lands being local and special in char- 
acter, cannot be deemed to have been amended 
or repealed by the latter withdrawal act of 
1910. The Interior Department, however, m- 
sists upon the validity of the withdrawals, and 
thus all development, except on the limited 
areas of allotted and patented lands, is sus- 
pended. This bill was introduced with a view 
of making possible the development of these 
lands and provide a revenue therefrom for the 
Indians. It is believed that several thousand 
acres of the ceded lands are encouraging oil 
territory, oik having been discovered on ad- 
joining lands and the geological structure be- 
ing favorable to the continuation of the oil 
pearing strata through a portion of the ceded 
ands.’”’

State may ultimately produce in oil under 
the stimulus of an excessive demand is pure- 
ly a matter of speculation. We doubt very 
seriously if Kansas ever creates an excep- 
tionally large daily yield. 

The finding of a rich pool in Butler county, 
however, has been of great importance to the 
refining industry. It has made it possible 
for refiners in Kansas to compete with a 
high-grade crude practically equal to Cush- 
ing, with those refiners in Oklahoma using 
Cushing crude, These Kansas refiners no 
longer have to pay thirty cents and more a 
barrel freight on crude from Cushing in order 
to get a quality of crude that will produce 
25 or 30 per cent. of gasoline. Kansas refin- 
ers are securing about 30 to 31 per cent. of 
gasoline regularly from: Augusta crude, Some 
of them are said to be getting even a little 
higher percentage than this. Very little, if 
any, Cushing crude is being shipped north of 
the Kansas line at the present time. So 
that Kansas production is proving a boom to 
the Kansas refiner, The Kansas refiners are 
now making faces at the railroads, which, as 
a result of this Butler county development, 
are losing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in freight on crude transportation. 

One of the results of the keen scramble for 
leases in Kansas is an inflation of prices for 
holdings for miles out in every direction from 
the Butler county pools. As high as $400 
an acre is being asked for leases only, the 
land and royalty to remain in the name of 
the farmers, Farmers are asking $100 an acre 
for leases miles away from any production. 
South of Waubaumsee, and eight miles from 
Wamego, the Golden Belt Oil and Gas Com- 
pany paid as high as $25 an acre for leases, 
and there is no drilling in this vicinity at the 
present time. In some instances more is 
being paid for a lease than the land itself is 
worth, while at the same time no wells are 
drilling within miles of the same. It simply 
goes to show how hard it is these days for 
a man of small means to get into the oil 
game, There was a time when anybody could 
get into the oil game who wished to do so, 
but that day is past. It has come to be a 
rich man’s amusement to drill wells and de- 
velop oil. 

The best well drilled lately in the Augusta- 
Eldorado pool started off at better than 2,4”) 
barrels a day. The Continental Oil and Gas 
Company's No. 4 on the Hanes farm in 17- 
28-4 is a 200-barrel producer, and the same 
company’s No. 1 on the George Long farm in 
8-28-4 is credited with 100 barrels a day. 
There have been no unusually large wells in 
this district lately. In fact, gusher wells 
have been conspicuous by their absence the 
past few weeks in both Kansas and Oklahoma 
This accounts for the fact that there is a 
decrease in the total production of the mid- 
continent region and which fact has arrested 
the downward course of the market. The 
Empire Oil and Gas Company reports the 
completion of its Nos. 10 and 11 on the Felt- 
ham farm in 10-28-4. These two wells are 
good for 100 and 125 barrels, respectively. 

It is reported that the Doherty interests, 
owners of the Wichita Natural Gas Company, 
the Continental Oil and Gas Company and the 
Empire Oil and Gas Company, the three larg- 
est producing concerns in the Kansas field, and 
which opened up the Butler county develop- 
ment, have decided to build and operate its 
own pipe line to the Gulf of Mexico, at which 
point they will erect a refinery. The company 
already owns the American Refining Com- 
pany at Okmulgee, Okla., and which it is 
now enlarging to about twice its present ca- 
pacity, A pipe line would furnish this re- 
finery with its crude necessities and would 
put the company in touch with foreign mar- 
kets at the Gulf of Mexica The report is 
given force by the fact that the Doherty com- 
pany recently acquired control of the Crew- 
Levick refineries and marketing facilities in 
Pennsylvania The company now owns some- 
thing like six refineries and is one of the 
best equipped independent concerns in the 
country for foreign marketing. It is under- 
stood the company will build a new refinery 
at Philadelphia and largely increase its for- 
eign transportation facilities at that point. 
If this line is built, it will make the Doherty 
interests among the most potential of inde- 
pendent concerns. The Doherty interests alone 
own more production in Butler county, Kansas, 
than is credited to the entire State by some 
authorities. These people have a showing for 
a big producer on a new lease known as the 
Moyle in 10-28-4. It is operated under the 
name of the Empire Oil and Gas Company, 
the same interests as the Wichita Natural Gas 
Company, and it has brought in a big gas well 
in 2-28-4. 

Galbraith & Compton have drilled in their 
first test on the Atkins farm in 22-25-5, north 
of Etdorado and a short distance in advance of 
the field, and have a 500-barrel producer. Since 
luck turned his way, Mr. Galbraith has been 
making money hand over fist by the drilling 
in of gusher wells. 

There seems to be no let-up in the number 
of tests being drilled in this field. In spite of 
the asservations of many writers that drilling 
has been wholly discontinued in the mid-con- 
tinent field, there are practically as many 
wells drilling in Butler county at the present 
time as there has ever been. The Wichita 
Natural Gas Company, the Eldorado Oil and 
Gas Company, Noble and associates, Hugh 
Hale, the Towando Oil and Gas Company, the 
Gypsy Oil Company, the Foraker Oil and Gas 
Company, the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, 
Howell & Wise, the Peerless Petroleum Com- 
pany, the Butler County Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, the Merchants Oil and Gas Company, 
the Walnut Valley Oil and Gas Company, 
Keith & Platt, the Empire Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, the Derby Oil and Gas Company, Gal- 
braith & Compton, C. E. Roth, the Selby Oil 
and Gas Company, and a score of others are 
drilling at the present time. 

The Oak Oil Company is down 1,500 feet in 
its test in 24-15-7, south of Depew in the 
Council Grove district. Breen & Vandell are 
drilling on the Lippke farm in 23-20-2, near 
Helbra. The Wichita Natural Gas Company is 
drilling in 9-13-8, Waubaumsee county, and 
in the same neighborhood in 35-13-8 the Cana- 
dian Oil Company is drilling its first venture. 
In Pottowatomie county the Wichita Natural 
Gas Company is drilling its first test on the 
Root farm in 1-11-9, and is down about 600 
feet. At Wamego Jennings & Crawford are 
erilling at 1,750 feet in section 12-10-10. At 
Junction City the Eastern Geary Oil Company 
has abandoned its test in 28-18-7 at a depth of 
1,875 feet. It failed to find the pay sand. 
The Oklahoma Petroleum and Gasoline Com- 
pany is down 3,000 feet in its test on the 
Mallick farm in 153-34-6, Cowley county, with 
a showing for a well of about two or three 
barrels a day. 

There are indications of an extension of the 
Augusta pool to the southwest. The Sperry 
Oil and Gas Company, owned by the Muskogee 
refining interests, has drilled in a 500-barrel 
well on the Brown in 29-28-4. The top of the 
sand was encountered at 2,515 feet. 

Messrs. Suppes & Richards are going to go 
back to first principles and drill a test well 
in Kansas where “‘it looks likely,’’ and where 
geologists think there are scarce prospects of 
oil. They are going to drill a test, southwest 
of Emporia, Lyons county, 9-18-10. A well 
was drilled in the park at Emporia in 1964, 
and was a failvre. It was not given a fair 
test, however, and was only drilled down a 


few hundred feet. Evidences of oil were 
found in other tests in that neighborhood, and 
an oil pool somewhere thereabouts is not at 
all improbable, 

The Motor Oil Company is putting down a 
wildcat test on the Davis farm in 13-24-4 east, 
near Potwin, Kan. Frazier et al. are drilling 
on the Morley farm in 23-25-5 east. In Sum- 
ner county BE. 8. Henry is drilling in 4-34-1, 
= the Lucky Leaf Oil Company in 86-34-2 
east.

A well was drilled 
in the center of the north line of the south- 
west quarter of 22-23-2 W., which encountered 
the pay sand at 2,035 feet, Its production was 
estimated at 150 to 200 barrels a day. ‘This is 
six miles southeast of the town of Billings. 
If the well should develop the caliber estimated 
for it, it is more than likely the beginning of 
a pool, but it is too soon yet to anticipate its 
importance. The well is owned by the Mid- 
Continent Petroleum Company, but several 
other tests are being started. The territory is 
leased up for miles around. There is no other 
production within twenty-five miles. 

The next nearest suggestion to a possible new 
pool is in Greenwood county, Kansas, where 
the Westchester Oil Company and Messrs 
Haut and Warner have drilled a 50-barrel well 
in section 10-26-12. It is just possible a pool 
will be found in the latter county, but the 
writer does not take very much stock by it.

Fred G. Shreves, general manager of the 
Consumers’ Refining Company at Cushing 
and who made his first killing at Lawrence- 
ville, TIL, is drilling a well in 33-13-11, 
west of Okmulgee, and somewhat in ad- 
vance of the field. It is now on top of the 
sand and is showing for a good producer. 
Interested in the venture with Mr, Shreves 
is W, H. Barber, the well-known oi! mar- 
keter of Minneapolis. This is the latter’s 
first venture and his friends will be glad to 
know that he has hit it right the first 
crack, 

Work on the construction of additional 
stills at the Cosdcn refinery in Tulsa is al- 
most completed. This will give the Cos- 
den refinery a daily capacity of miore than 
35,000 barrels, The company has started 
a tank farm in 3-28-4, at Augusta, and 
will store its production. 

The Sapulpa Refining Company is increas- 
ing its capacity by ths installation of addi- 
tional stills. This is coming to be one of 
the largest refineries in the field. 

The Union Petroleum Company, which ex- 
ports large quantities of gasoline to Europe 
from this field. is now having is purchases 
shipped by rail to Philadelphia instead of 
New Orleans, having found it is easier to 
get bottoms from that port than it is from 
the longer route from New Orleans. Many 
of the mid-continent refiners sell export 
products to the Union, 

F. A. Parsons. who recently resigned as 
manzacer of the Kansas Co-operative Refining 
Company at Chanute, has been recalled to his 
former duties by the officers of the company 
Mr. Parsons had been head of the company 
since its inception, and the directors found 
they could not well get along without his serv 
ices. 

There will be a meeting of the Western 
Petroleum Refiners’ Association in the Tulsa 
Hotel next Friday morning, September 8, at 
9.30 o'clock. 

The Webster Refining Company, at Yale. 
Okla., has been enjoying prosperity the past 
year. It has been declaring dividends and is 
now engaged in erecting a combined wax plant 
and ice factory. It is planning to supply the 
town of Yale with ice. 

When present plants under construction are 
completed the town of Yale, Okla., will have 
seven oil refineries. The Cushing field district 
has more oil refineries in a given area than 
any other like territory in the world. 

There is no longer any doubt as to the pur- 
pose of the Bureau of Mines intending to lo- 
eate in the mid-continent region a petroleum 
research and experimental station. It will be 
the purpose of this station to conduct studies 
of problems arising in connection with the 
production, transportation, refining and utiliza- 
tion of oil, and the production, transportation 
and utilization of natural gas It is probable 
that at first the station will devote most of 
its attention to production and transportation 
problems. The station will in all probability 
be headquarters for most of the Bureau of 
Mines men working in this field, including, 
perhaps, some of those engaged in work for 
the Indian Office. It is not yet known in 
what city this important station will be lo- 
catel, nor what will be necessary to secure 
the location of the station, but it is evident 
that whatever assistance the station is given 
in the way of free rent or other contribu- 
tions will leave just that more money from 
the present limited appropriations for larger 
experimental work. 

Frank Palmer has resigned his position of 
vice-president and acting cashier of the Guar- 
anty State Bank of Okmulgee to become treas 
urer of the Tiger Refining Company, which 
has recently begun business in that city. 

A meeting of the Indiahoma Refining Com- 
pany has been called for the purpose of in- 
creasing the capital stock and issuing bonds 
for enlarging both its Okmulgee and East St 
Louis refineries. The management contem- 
plates a number of extensive improvements. 
The Continental Refining Company, at Bris 
tow, Okla., has made extensive improvements 
since last reports, and is now running almost 
1,400 barrels a day. having averaged 1,380 
barrels during August. The company has a 
total investment now of $166,000. About 
eighteen months ago this plant was sold un- 
der the hammer 
The Kansas Oil Men’s Association will hold 
an important meeting at Wichita next Satur- 
day, at which time action will be taken on 
the matter of paying an inspection fee in 
Kansas. ‘The refiners of the State had de- 
clined to pay over 1 cent a barrel for the in- 
spection of both kerosene and gasoline. This 
would a little more than pay the expense of 
the inspection. The law specifies that no 
more than the cost of inspection shall be ex- 
acted. The Governor insisted upon 8 cents a 
gallon, and very indelicately intimated that 
refiners were dodging their taxes and there- 
fore should be willing to be ‘‘touched’’ in this 
fashion—to help Capper’s political machina 
The Standard Oji Company and the Cudahy 
Oil Company agreed to end the controversy 
and pay 5 cents a barrel for the inspection of 
kerosene only the remainder of this year. 
Other refiners will not agree to this. They 
want both kerosene and gasoline inspected at 
cost, as the law provides. 
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Various Field Notes. 


The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has be- 
gun to tear down its empty storage tanks at 
Copan, Okla., and will move the same out 
of the State. It is understood the Prairie 
will not store any more ofl in Oklahoma than 
is absolutely necessary. It has been forced to 
this action, it is understood. by the conscience- 
less efforts On the part of Oklahoma politicians 
to graft all big oil interests in that State. 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has always 
been known as liberal in reporting its valua- 
tions for taxation. Yet in spite of this fact, 
the State of Oklahoma has attempted to place 
upon it burdensome taxation for the purpose 
of raising unnecessary funds for the State 
coffers and for what purpose only the politi- 
cians seem to know. The action of the Prairie 
in tearing down its tanks at a time when 
there is an overproduction clearly shows the 
temperament of the officers of that company. 
It ought to be a suggestion to the politicians 
in Oklahoma, It ought also to be a suggestion 
to the Governor of Kansas, who sometimes 
shows a desire to put one over the oil com- 
panies for the purpose of aiding his own 
political aspirations, 

The statement in New York City newspapers 
that the tanks of the subsidiaries of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in the mid-continent field are 
practically empty is wide of the truth. It is 
true some of the tanks are empty, but Stand- 
ard Oi! Company’s subsidiaries in the mid- 
continent field at this time hold over 70,000,000 
barrels of crude in storage. 

About every so often some nimble-fingered 
crook gets his work in on the Prairie Oi] and 
Gas Company. On August 25 a man entered 
the offices of the Prairie Pipe Line Company, 
sister of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, at

A further climbing of asked 
for both crude and refined 
due to a seasonably growing demand 
and the prospect of additional export 
business for American manufacturers,

permanganate and ecarbolic acid and a 
noteworthy recession in quicksilver and 
the hydrocarbons—benzol and toluol— 
as well as in some brands of New- 
foundland and Norwegian codliver oil, 
lycopodium, and second hand lots of 
myrbane oil, formaldehyde, sodium 
salicylate and salicylic and picric acids 
have constituted the principal develop- 
ments in price fluctuations in the drug 
market within the week. 

In the botanical drug list, price move- 
ments have been highly irregular, 
further concessions being made in the 
asking figures for some articles, in the 
hope of stimulating the demand, and 
unabated upward movements occurring 
in quotations for others, whose supplies 
are almost exhausted or whose position 
has been strengthened materially by 
reports of poor crop outlooks in this 
country and abroad. 

Senega and golden seal roots have 
again led in the advance of American 
botanicals on an alleged crop curtail- 
ment and the growing bareness of the 
local market while fairly liberal stocks 
of native-grown belladonna and digi- 
talis leaves have continued to hold 
back the advancing tendency of their 
foreign-crown prototypes. 

In addition to the advances named 
above, there have also been sharp up- 
lifts in celery and caraway seeds, Ger- 
man marjoram, Greek sage leaves, 
echinacea, elecampane and lady slipper 
roots, peppermint oil in some hands; 
coriander, Mogador cumin, foenugreek 
and poppy seeds, Zanzibar cloves and 
pimento. P 

There have also been concessions or 
outright productions in prices asked 
for Russian ergot, citric acid, in second 
hands: black haw bark of root, Con- 
durango bark, peach kernel almond oil, 
American saffron flowers, or safflower, 
white sorts of gum arabic, short and 
long buchu leaves, some off quality 
grades of belladonna, foreign digitalis, 
laurel, matico and some lots of red rose 
leaves, whole althea, high dried rhu- 
barb and yellow dock roots, South 
American canary, natural millet and 
yellow E nglish mustard seeds and No. 1 
Saigon rolls and broken extra cass‘as. 

Buying operations have been con- 
fined to rather meager proportions 
of late and many of the _ conces- 
sions made in prices of crude drugs 
have been announced by local handlers 
merely with the idea of encouraging 
purchasing by domestic as well as by 
foreign consumers. As stocks of many 
of these commodities are very light, 
however, it is believed that the first 
intimation of a revival of buying on a 
large scale this fall will bring about 
pronounced uplifts in many directions. 
On the other hand, speculative opera- 
tors who are now engaged in attempt- 
ing an unfounded raising of prices, on 
seemingly baseless reports of crop 
shortages, are likely to overstep the 
mark unless they speedily moderate 
thein tactics. ;

Dangers Other Than Accidents in 
the Manufacture of Explosives. 


We all know of explosions and other 
sudden dangers of the industrial chem- 
ist. There are dangers that approach 
their victims like a thief in the night, 
and others that give no warning but 
strike down their victims weeks and 
months after am onset, and with these 
dangers the pubiic has no acquaintance. 
To safeguard the employes and others 
connected with certain chemical indus- 
tries the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation has taken the matter under in- 
vestigation. At the coming meeting of 
the American Chemical Society the mat- 
ter will be presented in a very compre- 
hensive manner by Dr. Alice Hamilton, 
chairman of the Committee on Indus- 
trial Hygiene of the above association. 

Dr. Hamilton has gained a world-wide 
reputation through her magnificent work 
on occupational poisons, and is eminently 
qualified to discuss this all-important 
subject. Dr. Hamilton is a graduate from 
the Medical College of the University 
of Michigan, 1893, did graduate work in 
bacteriology in Germany and at the Johns 
Hopkins University, and was bacteriolo- 
gist in the Memorial Institute for Infec- 
tious Diseases at Chicago until 1909, when 
she started her investigations of occu- 
pational poisons for the State of Illinois. 
Since 1909, she has been connected with 
the Federai Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
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where most of her classical work has 
been accomplished. As part of the pro- 
gram of symposium of occupational dis- 
eases, Dr. Hamilton will present a paper 
somewhat along the following lines. 
The risks from explosions in the manu- 
facture of ammunition are well known 
to everyone, but there are other much 
less familiar and more subtle dangers 
connected with these processes, a study 
of which was recently undertaken by 
the Federal Department of Labor in col- 
laboration with various State depart- 
ments. It has been found that gases very 
poisonous in character are evolved , in 
large quantities in the manufacture of 
nitrated products, such as gun _ cotton, 
nitro-glycerine, picric acid, and the new 
explosive T. N. T., and tronal and tetryl. 
These products are themselves often 
poisonous, causing distressing skin af- 
fections in those handling them and, 
when absorbed, more serious disturbances 
such as alterations in the blood or acute 
degeneration of the liver. More familiar 
poisons suchas ether, wood alcohol, ben- 
zol, chlorine, mercury, phenol, and ani- 
line, are also met with in these plants, 
and the number of cases of fairly serious 
industrial poisoning that have occurred 
in this country since the outbreak of 
the European war is far from negligible. 
As a rule the old established companies, 
whose experience is great, are using ex- 
cellent preventive measures against these 
dangers, but the newer ‘‘war bride’ fac- 
tories are far less satisfactory.

Bureau of Soils Has $175,000 at Dis- 
posal for Investigation of Best 
Methods of Commercial Produc- 
tion of Potash. 

Washington, Sept. 9, 1916. 

The making of potash from kelp will 
be the subject of an extended investiga- 
tion by the Bureau of Soils of the De- 
partment of Agriculture by means of an 
appropriation of $175,000 for the purpose 
of investigating and demonstrating within 
the United States the best method of ob- 
taining puotash on a commercial scale. 
An experimental and demonstration plant 
for the extraction of potash salts from 
kelp will be erected and operated some- 
where on the Pacific coast, where kelp 
may be harvested two or three times 
each year. The different processes of 
extracting potash from kelp or of manu- 
facturing kelp as a fertilizer will be de- 
veloped for the purpose of discovering 
the most efficient methods of utilizing 
this resource. 

The usual appropriation of $35,000 also is 
made for investigations and demonstra- 
tions within the United States to deter- 
mine possible sources of potash, nitrates, 
and other natural fertilizers. In these 
investigations are included studies of the 
utilization of wastes from cities, the de- 
velopment of nitrogen from the air, and 
the uses of by-products of coke and other 
industries. 

The appropriations for chemical inves- 
tigations of svils and for the making of 
soil surveys in co-operation with other 
branches of the government and the State 
institutions and the publication of maps 
and reports are continued. The sum of 
$18,100 is -specifically appropriated for ex- 
amination and classification, in co-opera- 
tion with the Forest Service, of lands 
in the national forests.

Chilean Government Loans to Ni- 
trate Producers. 


Washington, Sept. ll, 1916. 
The Chilean Government has again 
taken measures to advance funds to ni- 
trate producers for the marketing of 
their product. The policy of temporary 
assistance which the government found 
it necessary to adopt during the period 
of depression following the outbreak of 
the European war was extended in 1915, 


its renewal is deemed advisable this 
year. The provisions of the new law are 
much the same those of the law of 
1914 (see Commerce Reports for Pecem- 
ber 28, 1915), the advances being on the
